INVESTIGATION works have 
begun at the proposed loca¬ 
tion of Ely’s multi-million 
pound new leisure centre. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council’s commercial 
services committee was also 
due to meet today to discuss 
the progress being made on 
the project, including feed¬ 
back the council received dur¬ 
ing a series of consultation 
exercises last month. 

The authority says that 
164 responses were submit¬ 
ted and that those comments 
highlighted the following ar¬ 
eas: 

• The most important ele¬ 
ment of the leisure centre is 
the eight-lane swimming pool 
(63 per cent of responses); 

• Respondents liked the 
range of sports facilities avail¬ 
able ‘all in one place’ - a num¬ 
ber highlighted the location of 


the building as easily acces¬ 
sible 

• The design of the building 
was supported by most of the 
feedback; 

• A number of responses 
highlighted they wanted the 
pool to have more spectator 
seating. 

The investigation works 
at the proposed site - on 
land off the A10 at Down- 
ham Road - which are 
to assess the ground 
conditions and engi¬ 
neering requirements 
for building the new 
centre, started this 
week. 

In November last 
year, the district council 
agreed the centre would 
need to boast an eight-lane 
25m swimming pool, a learn¬ 
er pool, a health and fitness 
suite boasting 120 stations, a 
four-court sports hall, a full- 
size artificial grass pitch and 
activity studios - in order to 
meet most of the demand for 


leisure facilities in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire for the next 25 
years. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of the commercial ser¬ 
vices committee, said: “With¬ 
out a new facility, we cannot 
hope to encourage our grow¬ 
ing population to be¬ 
ne active. 

“With a state- 
of-the-art leisure 
centre, we will 
not just meet 
the demands 
of those who 
view sport as a 
way of life, we 
will also have 
the capacity to 
reach those who 
for one reason or 
another feel they 
don’t have the confidence 
or an opportunity to be active. 

“The recent consultation 
process helped us in this pro¬ 
cess and I would like to thank 
all those people who fed back 
their comments.”

CAMPAIGNERS fighting against 
plans to erect three wind turbines 
near their homes have just a fort¬ 
night left to make their voices 
heard. 

REG Windpower’s proposals to 
put up turbines on land at Berry 
Fen - land in between Hadden- 
ham and Aldreth - will be going 
before East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee on Wednesday July 1. 

The firm submitted its plans 
last June and just weeks later the 
Stop Berry Fen Wind Farm (SB- 
FWF) group was launched by an 
army of concerned residents. 

The plan was to originally erect 
four turbines, but in a bid to win 
over campaigners, the firm re¬ 
duced the number of turbines to 
three - and reduced the proposed 
height of each turbine from 130m 
to their tip to 125m instead. 

The company says the new tur¬ 
bines could provide enough re¬ 
newable energy to power around 
4,000 homes each year and that a 
community fund of over £30,000 a 
year would be created to support 
local good causes. 


One of the newest initiatives is 
a nightclub for disabled people, 
together with a community cafe, 
which will give people with a 
learning disability the opportunity 
to develop work-based skills 
alongside a venue for the local 
community to use. 

Community groups who already 



But protestors say the turbines 
will “destroy the peace and tran¬ 
quility” of the area, “wreak havoc” 
on local wildlife and have a detri¬ 
mental impact on local property 
prices, to name just a few. 

Simon Monk, a spokesman for 
the SBFWF group, said: “It is clear 
that both die construction and 
operation of these turbines, if ap¬ 
proved, will blight the landscape 
and all the villages in this area of 
the Fens for years to come in order 
to generate what in the national 
context is a miniscule amount of 
electricity. 

“The turbines would be unac¬ 
ceptably close to over 400 homes, 
causing disturbance and health 
issues as well as significant dam¬ 
age to wildlife. 

“REG are only interested in 
claiming the subsidies, or in sell¬ 
ing on die site to institutional in¬ 
vestors.

“The harm they would do to

More than 600 people have 
commented on the proposals 
since they were submitted - 59 J of 
the comments have been objec¬ 
tions and 15 have been in support 
of the scheme. 

Bruce Caldwell, development 
manager at REG Windpower, said: 
“If Berry Fen were to be consent¬ 
ed, there would be a community 
fund worth over £30,000 each year 
for community projects and lo¬ 
cal good causes around the wind 
farm. 

“The wind farm could produce 
enough clean, green electricity to 
power approximately 3,900 aver¬ 
age homes annually.” 

The meeting will be held at the 
district council offices in Nutholt 
Lane, Ely, and will start at 2pm.

NEIGHBOURHOOD Watch 
is “thriving” in the Ely area - 
although some areas of the 
district are still not covered 
by the scheme.

“This is certainly not the 
case. It is true that numbers 
took a bit of a nose dive dur¬ 
ing the 90s but it is once again 
thriving and membership in 
East Cambs has increased by 
50 per cent in the last seven 
years. 

“In Ely, there are 33 ac¬ 
tive Neighbourhood Watch 
groups, however that still 
leaves large areas of the city 
not covered.” 

Mr Evans says Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch is “filling the 
gap” as cuts continue to be

made to local policing and 
authority services. 

He said: “We are in a period 
of cuts which is resulting in a 
reduction of staff within the 
police and local authority 
support services. 

“It may not be admitted by 
the authorities but reduced 
staff numbers invariably re¬ 
sult in a reduced service. 
Neighbourhood Watch is in 
some way filling the gap. 

“Neighbourhood Watch 
was established to work with 
the local police force to re¬ 
duce crime and anti-social 
behaviour and also the fear 
of crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

“This support to the police 
force is as important now as 
it ever was. The police need 
the support of residents if 
crime and disorder in Ely is to 
be contained, and even more 
so, if it is to be reduced. 

“In addition to supporting 


the police, Neighbourhood 
Watch is there to encourage 
neighbourliness and improve 
the quality of life for local res¬ 
idents and tenants. 

“Many of the unwanted go¬ 
ings-on that occur in a neigh¬ 
bourhood are not police 
matters but matters for the 
local authority. These would 
include graffiti, fly-tipping, 
dog fouling, abandoned cars, 
noisy dogs or noisy neigh¬ 
bours and numerous more. 

“Many residents, particu¬ 
larly the elderly, fight shy of 
contacting faceless officials 
on such matters, but a Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watch coordinator 
would be there to fight your 
corner. 

“If you want to keep your 
neighbourhood safe, find out 
how Neighbourhood Watch 
can help.”

Food growth a 
huge issue 

OUR food security in the coming 
years is probably one of the most 
important issues 'we' will face yet 
Panorama produced a programme 
that seemed woefully short on 
research for or against GM crops. 

In my opinion and in the opinion of 
many more knowledgeable than me, 
genetically engineered and patented 
food threaten not only biodiversity 
and environmental health, it also 
threatens cultures and the cultural 
identity of peoples around the world. 
The American Indian, the Maoris, the 
Hawaiin Islanders and many more are 
fighting the introduction of GM crops 
on their traditional homelands. 

Across the world when people 
abandon their traditional whole 
food cuisine for processed foods, 
obesity and related diseases inevitably 
follow. Our food system is highly 
concentrated in terms of being a 
monoculture and in ownership of 
these few precious crops. Far from 
satisfying the world's needs, this 
concentration ensures food insecurity. 
Over the past 100 years we have 
lost an estimated 75 per cent of 
our agro-biodiversity, and this has 


environmental consequences. At 
present, commercially available seeds 
are owned by seven corporations, 
and farmers are stripped of the 
inherent wealth associated with 
owning, saving and sharing seeds. 

Significantly free trade agreements 
are really forced trade deals, and 
by creating international laws that 
supersede national laws, they virtually 
guarantee quality and food safety 
will be as low as possible. Free 
trade agreements do not boost local 
economies, they simply empower 
corporate superpowers to become 
more dominant. 

Returning to Panorama, the 
aubergine farmer denied all possibility 
of a 'corporate' being involved in the 
GM program in Bangladesh. It was at 
the behest of an American university.

IT was my honour to be the Mayor 
of Ely for the year 2013-14. During 
that period, I was very fortunate to be 
able to work with numerous groups 
and individuals to stage community 
events which raised money for 
my Mayor's Charity. At the end of 
my Mayoral year, after some small 
donations to local charities and 
profit-sharing, a balance of £4,881 
remained in the Mayor's Charity 
account.

Centre 33, a charity partner, will be 
moving their Monday and Thursday 
youth drop-in sessions to Centre E 
the following week and our charity 
will be immediately operating a youth 
night for age 14+ every Friday. 

It is our hope to expand the 
current provision to every evening, 
and to every age group including 
specialist groups, as soon as possible 
depending on volunteers coming 
forward. If you are interested in 
volunteering as a youth leader please 
get in touch. 

We would love to hear from 
you even if you have no previous 
youth experience, qualifications or 
accreditations. 

The charity's lease is for the whole 
of the Centre E building including the 
main hall which will continue to be 
available for community use. If you 
are interested in renting the hall on 
an hourly basis, either for a regular 
booking or for a specific event, please 
contact us for information. 

We also have office space, 
counselling rooms and other rooms 
for hire or rent. 

As we are a small charity, relying 
on the management of the facility 
to provide funds, we are grateful for 
any support that can be offered to us.

REVIEW 


A superb evening of music in Ely

The event was exciting and 
spectacular, having us toe-tapping in 
our seats. When the first strands of 
the opening number: 'Let's face the 
music and dance' started, I knew we 
were in for a thrilling evening. 

The 78RPM Big Band, led by Julian 
Landymore (pictured right), was 
fantastic with an amazing sound and 
impressive solos. 

The highlight for me was when the 
trombones gelled with that familiar 
Glennn Miller-type accompaniment 
as they moved down the nave, 
returning to sway with the music, 
their instruments waving in the air in 
true jazz band style.

Cystic fibrosis 
sufferer proves 
doctors wrong

A DAD has proved doctors wrong by living for 
almost 40 years longer than they predicted. 

Mervyn Lambert, from Littleport, was told 
it was unlikely he would live past the age of 
18 when he was diagnosed with cystic fibro¬ 
sis (CF) when he was just six years old. 

But on June 6, Mervyn, who lives with 
his wife of 25 years, Tanya, and daughters, 
Emma, 21, and Faye, 17, in The Crescent, 
celebrated his 55th birthday. 

He said: “My parents were told I wouldn’t 
see past the age of 18 so obviously it’s quite 
unbelievable that I’ve just turned 55. 

“I wouldn’t say I feel lucky to be alive. I’d 
say I’m living proof that with determination 
and will power you can live life, no matter 
what illness you’re diagnosed with.” 

Mervyn is manager of The Motorist Cen¬ 
tre in Ely’s Newnham Street, where he has 
worked for 29 years. 

His parents, Beverley and the late Mervyn, 
who sadly died last year, first noticed that 
their son had digestion problems when he 
was just six months old. 

But it wasn’t until he was six that Mervyn 
was diagnosed with CF - a genetic disorder 
that affects mostly the lungs but also the 
pancreas, liver, kidneys and intestine. 

Long-term issues include difficulty breath¬ 
ing and coughing up sputum as a result of 
frequent lung infections. Other symptoms 
include sinus infections, poor growth, fatty 
stool, clubbing of the finger and toes, and in¬ 
fertility in males. 

Mervyn said: “I’ve been very ill over the 
years and it’s been a struggle at times, espe¬ 
cially as I have sadly lost a lot of family mem¬ 
bers to cancer and other illnesses over the 
years. 

“But my family are a massive support - 
mainly my wife, Tanya, who does my physi¬ 
otherapy every morning and night. Without 
her I honestly don’t think I’d still be here. She 
also helps with all my medication. I currently 
take around 650 tablets a week so there’s a lot 
to sort out every day. 

“The staff at Papworth Hospital are also 
brilliant. I go there once every two to three 
weeks so I know most of them well.” 

Mervyn, who fears he may have to go on 
the lung transplant waiting list in the next 
couple of years, said: “There are a lot of peo¬ 
ple who think their life is over when they’re 
diagnosed with something like CF but it re¬ 
ally doesn’t have to be. 

“I still work, and have done all my life, as I 
have a mortgage to pay and a family to sup¬ 
port. I think the thing to remember is that CF 
is a life limiting condition, not a life threaten¬ 
ing one.”

PLANS to have the Ely North Junc¬ 
tion fully upgraded by the end of 
2017 could face delays. 

MP Elizabeth Truss, Secretary of 
State for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs, pictured right, is con¬ 
cerned that work to the junction 
may not be finished by 2017, as pre¬ 
viously planned, as a result of a study 
being conducted by Network Rail. 

She has written to transport minis¬ 
ter Claire Perry asking for a meeting 
to seek assurances that the brakes 
will not be slammed on the project. 

Network Rail has been told to re¬ 
view all of its projects planned be¬ 
tween now and 2019 - the timeline 
known as control period five (CP5) 
- by the Department for Transport, 
raising fears that previously agreed 
projects could be delayed. 

Ms Truss, who is MP for South 
West Norfolk, said: “Upgrading the 
Ely North Junction will allow for 
half-hourly services on the Down- 
ham Market route and increased 
services on the Thetford line. 

“Cross country and freight ser¬ 
vices also significantly benefit from 
this vital upgrade and I am keen to 
ensure the timetable is kept on track. 



“I understand that just prior to the 
election the Department for Trans¬ 
port instigated a review of all works 
in the CP5 schedule and I want re¬ 
assurance that this will not create 
delays on the key rail routes in our 
region.” 

Improving the Ely North Junction, 
which is located at Queen Adelaide 
and links London, Cambridge, Nor¬ 
wich, Peterborough and King’s Lynn, 
is among Network Rail’s priorities, 
although the work has been in the 
pipeline for years. 


By double tracking the Ely junc¬ 
tion bottleneck, campaigners say it 
could generate economic benefits 
totalling £100 million. 

It would also allow trains to run 
every half hour from Cambridge 
to King’s Lynn and Norwich, and it 
would relieve pressure on the re¬ 
gion’s congestion-blighted roads by 
enabling more freight to be taken by 
rail from Felixstowe to the Midlands. 

Ms Truss said: “This is an issue I 
have been campaigning for over the 
last four years and I have asked for a 
meeting with the rail minister Claire 
Perry. 

“With rail passenger numbers in¬ 
creasing each year, the economic 
value of the upgrade to my South- 
West Norfolk constituency and the 
county as a whole is absolutely clear 
and this is the message I will con¬ 
tinue to make to the Department for 
Transport.” 

Lucy Frazer, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, said: “It is impor¬ 
tant that the Ely North Junction is 
delivered as soon as possible, and I 
am working with Elizabeth Truss to 
ensure that this project suffers as few 
delays as possible.” 

A Network Rail spokesman said: 
“When we have the results of the re¬ 
view we will be able to provide fur¬ 
ther information about the Ely North 
Junction upgrade.”

Pressing ahead 
for fairer funds 


CONSERVATIVE back¬ 
benchers have demanded 
urgent action to reform 
school funding. 

The “historic unfairness”, 
which has been acknowl¬ 
edged by the Government, 
means some Cambridgesh¬ 
ire schools are hundreds of 
thousands of pounds worse 
off than those in neighbour¬ 
ing authorities. 

The group of Tory MPs 
want to see the issue ad¬ 
dressed in next month’s 
Budget ahead of the start of 
the financial year in April. 

Shrewsbury MP Daniel 
Kawczynski said: “We are 
talking about huge numbers 
of Conservative MPs. That 
group will be motivated and 
it will be stirred up, I think, 
to a certain degree if we 
don’t see some movement in 
the Budget. 

“Even more Conservative 
MPs will join the caucus. 

“We don’t want to be mili¬ 
tant on this issue, but unless 
we see some significant pro¬ 
gress in the very early stages

of the parliament then peo¬ 
ple will feel more militantly 
on this issue.” 

As previously reported, 
Cambridgeshire has been 
consistently one of the low¬ 
est funded authorities in the 
country. 

Further funding of £23 
million was announced by 
the Government in March 
last year but concern re¬ 
mains for the situation be¬ 
yond 2015/16. 

School leaders say that 
as a result of poor funding, 
they are forced to look at 
laying off teachers and in¬ 
creasing class sizes. 

Lucy Frazer, MP for South 
East Cambridgeshire, said: 
“The Government recently 
provided £23 million for our 
schools locally which was 
great news. 

“I am keen to ensure a 
long-term fairer funding 
formula for our schools lo¬ 


cally. 

“It is important that every 
child has the same opportu¬ 
nities to have the best start 
in life whatever their back¬ 
ground and wherever they 
live, which is why it is essen¬ 
tial to have a fairer funding 
formula nationally. 

“I am delighted that in our 
manifesto we have acknowl¬ 
edged the need for a fairer 
funding formula and I am 
will be continually pressing 
to ensure that this happens. 

“Since being elected I have 
already spoken to the Edu¬ 
cation Secretary to impress 
on her again why a fairer 
funding formula is needed 
for Cambridgeshire.” 

A Department for Educa¬ 
tion spokesman said: “This 
is a priority for the Govern¬ 
ment and a key part of our 
core mission to deliver real 
social justice.”

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

LI Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one.

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T ED Coney is a natural 

raconteur. Spend an hour in 
his company and you'll be 
moved to laughter and tears by 
his stories - of eccentric ancestors, 
rambunctious children, family fall¬ 
outs, untimely deaths. To borrow 
from Anthony Burgess, all human 
life is here. 

Each of Ted's tales is embodied 
by a painting, hung on the walls 
of his Ely home. Just up from the 
riverside, tucked behind Waterside 
Antiques, it's a 300-year-old, 
Grade II listed property with 
plentiful period charm; 

a fitting gallery 
h for Ted's artwork 
I which, painted over 
I some five decades, 
I charts his family 
f history. 

"I did a lecture 
a few weeks ago 
and a chap came 
up to me at the end, 
saying _ 'You

do realise you weren't just talking 
about your family, you were talking 
about mine'," recounts Ted. "That's 
the nicest thing anybody could say 
about my work - that they identify 
with it. There's a universality to it, 

I think." 

Ted and wife Hazel moved to 
Ely - from Cambridge, where he 
was head of art at Hills Road Sixth 
Form for some 34 years - when he 
retired. (Or, rather, went part-time: 
Ted still teaches art at St Andrew's 
College in the city; next September, 
he'll have been teaching for 50 
years.) 

While making it very much a 
home, Ted's vision was to turn 
the house into not so much a 
gallery, as a work of art in its 
own right. The paintings are 
displayed alongside the 
family photographs 
and ephemera that 
inspired them; 
there's an 
element 
of 


installation involved. One upstairs 
room, an erstwhile bedroom, is 
packed with toys and puppets, 
including a handsome Pelham 
called Mr Turnip who, with his 
orange face and green hair, makes 
an appearance in many a painting. 

"Very occasionally, Hazel does 
say to me 'This isn't just an art 
gallery, you know - it is a home as 
well'," laughs Ted. 

"I have this habit, 
like a lot of artists, of 
spreading out to fill 
any available space. 

In fact I've now 
got more paintings 
than walls, so what 
I'd really like to do is extend 


Open to the public by 
appointment, the 'art house' 
concept was, explains 
Ted, inspired in part by 
Cambridge Open Studios. 

He's been involved in the 
summer exhibition series, 
which sees artists open their 
doors to the public, since it 
began. 

Another major influence 
was Kettle's Yard, the 
famous house-come-gallery in 
Cambridge, brainchild of one-time 
Tate curator Jim Ede. "When we 
first moved to Cambridge, 44 years 
ago now, I remember going to 
visit and Jim Ede himself opening 
\ the door. It brought home to 


me that, displayed in a domestic 
setting, art is seen in a different- 
more intimate - light." 

Walk into Ted's house, 
through an entrance hall 
almost wallpapered with family 
photographs, and you're 
greeted by a huge 
canvas, propped on 
an easel in the kitchen. 
It shows a line-up of 
five ladies first in their 
youth, then 
middle-age, 
and finally 
dotage. 

The ladies 
are Ted's 
grandmother 
and her sisters; painted 
in 1969, it was the first of 
his family works, triggering 
what has become a lifelong 
project. 

Growing up in Hull, the 
youngest of three brothers, 
he remembers being "part 
of a very close-knit family." It 
was his grandmother's death 
that inspired Ted to put brush 
to canvas. 

He's painted dozens of 
what he describes as "family 
portraits, though none of them are 
really portraits in the traditional 
sense" over the intervening years. 

The painting he's working on 
now is connected to his mother, 
telling the pictorial tale of two 
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cousins, whom she adored. 
"Their mother thought they 
were wonderful, but their father 
didn't agree. 

"Cads is probably the best 
way to describe them: they had 
pots of money and drove fast 
cars. Their father considered 
them ne'er-do-wells, and 
packed them off to Canada 
where both met sad ends - in 
fact one died, of consumption, 
soon after. 

"There's this tension between 
the two perspectives, the two 
sides of these lads - the light 
and the dark." 

Drawing on work by Honore 
Daumier, the 19th century 
French painter who famously 
set many of his subjects against 
the light, so they were almost 
silhouetted, the in-progress 
piece shows the brothers in 
two contrasting guises: as the 
jovial Laurel and Hardy, and as 
malevolent Javanese shadow 
puppets. 

"I actually saw Laurel and 
Hardy when I was about 10," 
recalls Ted. "We saw them in 
the theatre and they were these 
great colourful characters. And 
then, quite by chance, we saw 
them on the street next day: 
two old men getting into a taxi 

There's often a playful 
element to Ted's paintings. Take 
Happy Families. Each of the 
characters is holding something 
pertinent: Ted's dad, an 
aeronautical engineer, is holding 
a T-square, while his mum is 
holding a teapot. 

"At the time, one of my 
brothers had just been divorced 
and the other widowed, so 
those games are shown as 
played. Hazel and I had two 


children at the time, but you'll 
see a little space between their 
cards . . . That represents our 
stillborn daughter, Fay." 

Ted and Hazel, now 
grandparents, have three 
children, Yve, Leo and Max, 
but he says coming to terms 
with the loss of Fay has been 
an ongoing process. "Thirty- 
seven years ago things were 
handled very differently: there 
was no funeral, no grave." A 
painting dedicated to her, which 
hangs in the dining hall, was 
cathartic to work on, adds Ted: 
"It has come to be a bit like a 
headstone." 

One of the most eye-catching 
pieces in the sitting room, hung 
to the right of the fireplace, is 
Limners, a triangular wooden 
frame set with 37 miniatures, 
each hidden behind a pair 
of dinky hinged doors. They 
represent the 37 days of the 
Coney family Christmas - 
Advent, plus Christmas Day, 
plus the 12 Days. Showing 
everything from unopened 
bills to a toy train set, they're a 


delight to reveal. 

Though artistic at school, 

Ted didn't begin to realise his 
talents until late in his teens. 
Leaving school before sitting 
his O-levels (he took them later 
on, at night school), he worked 
in a gentlemen's outfitters from 
15. "My manager wore spats - 
that's how long ago it was!" 

An interest in window 
dressing led him to apply for 
a place at art school. A degree 
in Bath followed, then his first 
teaching job at a slightly stuffy 
grammar. 

Though he sells prints and 
postcards now, and gives 
almost-weekly tours, Ted 
doesn't plan to sell any of his 
originals: they come as a set, 
and, for the foreseeable future 
at least, he intends them to stay 
that way. 

"You don't have to be an art 
lover or interested in my family 
to enjoy these paintings; you 
just have to like listening to 
stories," concludes Ted. "And, 
truthfully, who doesn't like 
that?"

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New Fiat 500 due 


O N July 4 1957 the Fiat was 

launched to the Italian public. 
Developed by legendary 
engineer Dante Giacosa, the Fiat 500 
was designed to be as affordable to buy 
and run as possible. It was small, not 
necessarily to avoid traffic congestion 
(post-war Italy was still an emerging 
economic and industrial force in the 
late 50's so cars remained relatively 
rare) but because metal was expensive 
and the more of it that was used, 
the more weight the car gained and 
the more performance and fuel was 
needed to propel the car along. 

It was this kind of pragmatism which 
led to the adoption of a full-length 
canvas roof on early models (lighter 
and less expensive to produce than a 
metal roof) and also in the interests of 
costs and packaging, a rear-mounted, 
air-cooled, two-cylinder 479cc engine 
was chosen. Producing just 13bhp, the 
470kg Fiat 500 was capable of just over 
50mph but, more importantly, it was 
extremely fuel efficient and required 
only the most basic maintenance. 

At a time when the average Italian 
factory worker earned no more than 
50,000 Lire per month the Fiat 500 
cost 490,000 Lire when it went on 
sale, making it a considerable financial 
undertaking even with Fiat's 20,000 
Lire per month repayment programme. 
However that didn't prevent the Fiat

500 being a massive sales success, 
amassing more than 3.6 million sales 
over its 18-year life cycle, during which 
it remained largely faithful to Giacosa's 
original design and engineering 
principals. 

The Fiat 500 evolved into the 
Fiat 126, which was subsequently 
replaced by the FIAT Cinquencento 
and Seicento city cars - all brilliantly 
packaged, fun to drive and 
commercially successful in their own 
right - but the original 500 never really 
disappeared from view in the way so 
many other cars do.

Unmistakable looking with an appeal 
far beyond its functional origins, it 
was clear that the FIAT 500 had a 
special place in the public's hearts 
and minds, and so on July 4 2007 
the Fiat 500 was reborn - true to the 
philosophy of the iconic 1957 car - 
affordable and practical, of course, 
but also stylish and distinctive in a 
thoroughly modern package. The 
engine might have moved to the front 
and it may have had seven airbags and 
Blue&Me connectivity but its design 
was a perfectly-executed homage to 
the original car, bestowing it with the 
same universal appeal and instilling the 
same emotional connection in people, 
even those too young to remember the 
original car. 

Marketed in 100 countries and with 
more than 1.5 million sales globally 
(UK sales will likely top quarter of a 
million in total by the end of the year) 
the next chapter in the Fiat 500 story is 
about to begin. 

On July 4, Fiat will unveil the new 
Fiat 500 for the first time. No other 
information regarding this new model 
is available at this time.
